Tell us something about the 
Ukrainian Skins movement. 


from this album Forward! was perfec¬ 
tly altered and included in the reperto¬ 
ire by guys from Whites Load . 

Bulldog played about 10 concerts in 
Ukraine & took part in a big gig in Mo- 
skow. It made the group very popular 
& burst out all skinhead movement in 
Ukraine. But it was found that two mem¬ 
bers of the band were drug addicts & 
this was the reason for the immediate 
break-up of Buldog. 

In April 26,1998 on the gig Rudolph H. 
Memorial played a new group Sokyra 
Peruna which actually organized the 
concert. 


Introduce SP to our readers at the 
beginning. 


Skinhead movement is pretty young 
compar to other countries. In spite of 
the low economical level & constant 
persecution the movement is develo¬ 
ping swiftly. The leading organization 
that unites all Ukrainian right wing pe¬ 
ople is Blood & Honour. It was founded 
in the end of 1998 by SP with the help 
of Max Hammer. There’re also some 
other quite strong organizations that are 
in contact with BH. Especially pleasing 
to us is the fact that the Ukrainian Mo¬ 
vement did not catch on one uniformed 
style. We are maybe not great in num¬ 
bers, but all verified and reliable people. 
The Skinhead scene in our country is 
very strong. I don't mean that it is nu¬ 
merous, but it is of a very good quality.

Members of Sokyra Peruna used to 
play in a band Bulldog. Could you 
tell us something about this group? 
I’ve heard that Bulldog recorded one 
MC. 


Bulldog was the first skinhead band in 
Ukraine. It was formed from two disor¬ 
ganized punk groups - Grief and 
ZDV66/1 in 1996. In 1997 the first and 
the only album of group - Ukrainian 
Patriot was recorded. First it was only 
recorded on cassette. By an official la¬ 
bel it was issued just in 2001. Many 
songs from this album are up to date 
till now, and we play, for example, songs 
like The Ukrainian Patriot and White 
Rider under a name Sokyra Peruna.

How does the situation look like in 
Ukraine? How is the living? 


The situation in our country is tragic: 
after the fall of communism level of li¬ 
ving has fallen dramatically. Freedom 
that was promised us at breach from 
the USSR, turned out to be only per¬ 
verted anarchy. We must face all the 
worst now in Ukraine: underpaid work, 
absence of children's allowance, mini¬ 
mal pensions, dominance of drug-influ¬ 
enced culture and others. The educa¬ 
tional level at schools and universities 
has sharply gone down, our youth 
grows stupid and dull. Due to 
Ukrainian-jewish lobby Le¬ 
gislative & Executive 
power is corroded 
by corruption like 
rust. It's hard to 
realize but this is 
r Hi an objective re- 
ality which we're 
trying to change.

What can you tell me about the only 
(except SP) Ukrainian band that I 
know, namely Tsirunya im. 
Kotovskogo? 


This clowns' group as well as its name 
had fallen into oblivion. Their texts are 
even funny to discuss. The sensible 
part of the group created a new band 
Shield & Sword together with which we 
play on the same stage. 


Is it true that there are a lot of nazi 
punks in Ukraine? 


The history of the Right Wing Move¬ 
ment in Ukraine began 10-12 years ago 
when in the capital Kiev, a powerful gro¬ 
up of nazi punks appeared. Our coun¬ 
try was a part of the USSR then, i.e. it 
was behind "The Iron Curtain". Our 
movement was not organized, no in¬ 
formation from the outside world could 
reach us. Between Kiev nazi punks and 
punk groups from other cities raged

total war. All Kiev nazi 
punks wore NS symbols 
on their clothes and gre¬ 
eted each other using the 
Roman greeting of the 
first Reich. 

In 1992 in Kiev the first 
nazi punk groups Grief 
and ZDV66/1 were for¬ 
med. Now there’s no nazi 
punk. A strict division 
exists: you're a punk & 
anarchist or skinhead & 
racist. Everything is cle¬ 
ar & simple. 


I have heard rumours, that 
you don't like Polish people much? 


guitarists & a thunderlike drummer & you can make sure of 
that after listening to our 3d album For all we have and are. 


It's a lie. I'd like to meet that person who spread such rumo¬ 
urs. 


How does the situation with the gigs in Ukraine look 
like? 


What is your opinion on Polish minority living in 
Ukraine? 


Earlier it was very simple to organize a concert in Ukraine, 
but the situation gradually became complicated. For exam¬ 
ple, before our last concert with Honor we had to change 
halls about 8 times. Every time the same situation repeated: 
the management agreed, only to refuse the very next day 
without explaining the reasons. The director of the last hall 
on the day prior to the concert demanded the sum twice 
exceeding the contractual one. We were compelled to pay, 
because we had no other option... To tell the truth, such bad 
affairs happen only in the capital because our Movement is 
very powerful and known here (even to those who shouldn’t 
know about it). In other cities it is still quite easy to organize 
gigs... in spite of all these facts we're trying to organize con¬ 
certs. In March 29, we did play in Kiev together with Noctur¬ 
nal Mortum. In May a big gig is planned in another Ukrainian 
city. 


They live here normally. They do not disturb us, and we do 
not disturb them. A lot of Poles live in Lviv. When you walk 
through the city, Polish speech can be heard frequently. I 
believe that there can be no talk about white minority living 
in either country, 'cause we have the same aim & actually 
the same blood. 


Let's talk about musical matters. Why is your second 
MC worse in quality than the first one? 


It’s all about money. That moment we couldn't afford a good 
studio. Also many studios refused to deal with us. But I sup¬ 
pose our 3d album quality will prove how powerful our band 
potential is. Now we’re recording splits & in August 2003 the 
4th album is planned. I think you guys will be pleased. 


Are you going to play in the same style as you did on 
your MC? Or are you going to play a bit more heavier? 


November 24 2001 you played in Biatystok. What are 
your impressions from your stay at Polish Soil? 


Yes, the music is going to be more serious, deep &, I can 
say, heavier. It will be not like the last album of Excalibur but 
at the same time not like the 1st SP album. Now we have 2

What Polish WP bands have you 
heard? 


much! Special thanks to Herbert and 
Piotr - very good organizers. I must say 
that the concert was organized top-le¬ 
vel, and we have the best memories 
from our stay at Polish Soil! Varggoth 
& I have been to Poland recently & we 
often remembered that concert, espe¬ 
cially when we met Herbert in Gdansk. 
We’d like to play in Poland once more. 


What is in your opinion necessary 
to improve relations between Poles 
and Ukrainians? 


Yes - Honor, Ekspansja, Hool’s Attack, 
Graveland, etc. Almost all of them I 
know personally. Not so long ago I visi¬ 
ted Darken & Capricornus in Wroclaw. 


You’ve already set a similar question, 
and we have answered, that we do not 
see problems in relations between our 
people. Even our languages are the 
most similar from all Slavonic langu¬ 
ages. Poles are cultural people and a 
civilized nation. We have never obse¬ 
rved any attacks against Ukrainians 
from Poles (as for example, attacks 
from Russia).We think that our relations 
are good, and we only need to conti¬ 
nue in the same spirit. 


Do you have any contacts with 
NSBM hordes? Could you tell us 
something about them? 


Your musical inspirations...? 


Certainly! BH Ukraine reached unique 
unity between WP and BM. Probably 
these two Movements do not coopera¬ 
te so closely anywhere in the world. 
Each year on the day of winter solstice 
a festival Kolovorot takes place in Khar¬ 
kiv. Both BM and WP groups from dif¬ 
ferent countries act there. We organi¬ 
ze such concerts together in order to 
unite BM & WP public. 


We were brought up on WP classics 
(Skrewdriver, B.F.G., No Remorse, Le¬ 
gion of Saint George and other). This 
music has forever become our ideals 
and support of our struggle. 

Today we are proud to boast of many 
R.A.C. bands in the mighty Slavic wing; 
Whites Load, Excalibur, Honor, Division 
88, Buldok and many-many others. 
Personally I love such bands as BFG, 
Celtic Warrior, Honor, No Remorse 
(old), Before God. 


Do women support you in Ukraine? 


Certainly. Our wives & girlfriends who 
pass the same way support us. They're 
not large in numbers but we’re grateful 
to them for sharing our struggle. Tho¬ 
ugh there’re no place for women in the 
front lines, some of them can prove their 
worth in fighting. 


Why during a concert in Poland 
Varggoth played the guitar at Soky- 
ra Peruna? 


In our country a man who did not serve 
in the army, cannot go abroad. Two 
members of Sokyra Peruna are in the 
military age, therefore they couldn't le¬ 
ave Ukraine. Varggoth is a very good 
friend of us and he could 
not leave us in tro- 
uble. He has 
learnt our 
songs 


I’ve heard that your third MC, which 
was recorded during a gig, has been 
published. Could you tell us more 
about this tape and about the gig? 


It was one of Sokyra's most successful 
concerts. It was held 30.06.01 in Khar¬ 
kiv and was organized by the fan gro¬ 
up "First Capital Army". During that time 
in Kharkiv the football championships 
between fan teams of different clubs 
were held. The guitarist and the voca¬ 
list of Whites Load played for the Kiev 
team, and it was very successful! 

In the evening in a hail "Youth" the con¬ 
cert in which two Kiev groups took part 






in was held. We acted as first, but at 
the end of the concert people wanted 
an encore. And so we have played twi¬ 
ce. During this concert record was 
made which was later published un¬ 
der the title White Terror In Kharkiv. But 
the record leaves much to be desired. 


In Poland the "Tryzub" sign causes rather negative connotations. Today it is 
being used also by BH Ukraine. Could you explain its history and meaning? 


The basic element of the large State Emblem of the Ukraine - the Znak Princely Derz- 
havy of Great Vladimir (the small State Emblem of Ukraine) - is the Tryzub. It is an 
embodiment of the basic National Idea - the idea of the independence of the Ukrainian 
lands. 

The Tryzub is the most ancient of all signs which have lasted up to the present day 
and is widely used in the Ukraine. It is difficult to define exactly when the emblem was 
designed. For example, in 1930 near Dnipro island Shantsja, a stone fastener has 
been found from a period of Tripol culture (5-3 thousand years b.c.) that is very similar 
to Tryzub. In Central Ukraine, the Tryzub has been known for the last eight to six 
centuries. This mark can be found amongst archeological finds in Pereshepinske Ho- 
rodishe. Tryzubs as the specified ancient settlements testify, were marks of patrimo¬ 
nial elders or breeding leaders, a symbol of authority long before Rurikovitchi . The 
first mention of ancient Russian marks in the annals is dated from the tenth century: 
Ambassadors of Prince of Kyiv, Igor (912-945), at the conclusion of the contract with 
The Byzantines used the seales (with the appropriate symbols), that formed the basis 
of ambassadorial powers. The wife of Igor - Olga - also placed princely marks on all 
Kyiv lands - up to Novgorod. There is a mention concerning this fact in Stories Of Time 
Years. There are more than 40 versions concerning the origin of the Tryzub. The only 
thing, that unites them, it that the Tryzub is a symbol of the government. 

So, basically, the top of a sceptre of the Byzantian monarchs was married to a figure of 
a similar form. The military symbolics designate: an anchor; end of frantsiska (a spear 
with a double axe - the favourite weapon of the Normans); 
onions and arrows - a large sum; an axe. Besides this, 
researchers saw in this image heraldry a numeral fi¬ 
gure, the Byzantian monogram, a geometrical By¬ 
zantian ornament, eastern, Slavic, Norman origins. | S | |L

At the beginning tell us a story of Death's Head. How did you 
first start playing... 

The story of Death's Head is: we started jamming in the summer 
of 99. The band was formed by Jesse - voice and Andrew - guitar 
We recorded a demo tape titled Hang the Traitors not long after. 
We then recorded three songs to go on the Southern Thunder 
compilation put out by Great White Productions. 

We then recorded a full length CD in May 2000 it is out now thanks 
to Panzerfaust. 


We learned a lot whilst recording this CD as none of us had any 
previous experience recording, we are satisfied with the sound of 
the CD, being it is our debut but we hope next time we will get a 
lot more brutal sound. 

Were any songs from your demo published on your first CD? 

The only song off our demo that is on the CD is Swastica, it was 
one of the first songs we ever did. And I think so far it is one of our 
best. 


Who is playing in Death's Head now? 


Are you going to publish rest of your songs from your demo 
on next CDs? 



During our short history we have had three drummers and 
three bass players, they all seem to keep leaving haha, 
the band's core members are the founding mem¬ 
bers, that is Jesse-voice and Andrew-guitars. 
We feel if either of us should depart then 
the band should not continue, 
but so far so good. 

Your debut CD is 
Onslaught. Are 
ou satisfied 
with a re¬ 
cord ses¬ 
sion and 
mixing? 


The rest of our songs on the demo (I think there were nine) are 
not really up to the standard of our newer material. However the 
song Vaikriyes appears on the Southern Thunder CD and the 
main guitar riff in Taste the Pain off the CD Onslaught was from a 
song on the demo called I don't like. 

Why did you record Streetfight on your CD? Is it your favo¬ 
urite song of Skrewdriver? 

We recorded Streetfight as it was a song we thought we could 
relate to. In our home town of Brisbane every Friday evening the 
reds would set up their stalls in the middle of the city, and becau¬ 
se we usually went out on a Friday night we were always having 
confrontations with them. It is a great way to start off the night! As 
far as being our favourite Skrewdriver song goes, well I think my 
favourite is a tie between Streetfight and Hail The New Dawn. 

How long had you been working on that material for your 
CD? How much time had you spent in the studio? 

I think we spent around 4-5 months working on our 
songs for the CD, it was originally only going to 
be an Ep but Scott from Fortress advised us to 
do a full length. 

We spent a total of four days recording and mi¬ 
xing. We would of liked to have spent more time 
on each song, but this wasn't an option. 

How many concerts have you played in your 
country and how many across its borders? 
Is it hard to organise a concert for such 
bands as yours in Australia? 

We have only played live five times, we would 
like to play more live gigs and hopefully that 
will be possible as we recently purchased a PA. 
thing with having gigs over here is not a hassle with putting 
them on, it's more of a hassle getting enough people to turn up so 
that it is worth it. There's nothing worse than organising a big 
show and being let down by people not showing up. 

Deaths Head recently played a successful ISD gig alongside the 
likes of Fortress, Ravenous and Bail Up, the cream of white po¬ 
wer music in Australia, in a show that was enjoyed by all in atten¬ 
dance. 
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What are your feelings about Austra¬ 
lian RAC scene in these days? 


Did the famous movie Romper Stom- 
per have any influence on Australian 
Skihheads and WP stage? 


When Romper Stompercame out the Skin¬ 
head scene over here exploded. There 
were skins everywhere. The movie did a 
lot for our scene, weather it was a very 
accurate portrayal of Skinheads is another 
question, but everytime it is shown on TV 
we get new comers wanting to join our 
ranks.

I do it all step by step, starting with the drums, adding the guitars, bass, 
synths/samples and finishing with vocals. On the debut I had some 
comrades supporting me doing backing vocals on the last track. The¬ 
re's the sound engineer who runs all the machines and another comra¬ 
de who helps us finding a good sound for the final mix. 

You have already your debut CD (as Edelweiss) entitled DerKampf 
geht weiter!.

It was released a couple of years ago through the 
Deutsche Stimme-Label/Puhses Liste.

The new CD is called Edelweiss - 
Absolution and already recorded for Wehrwolf Re- 
cords. It's music is a lot heavier than on the debut. 
You can call it a mix of death/trash/black metal, some 
grindcore and hatecore stuff. It’ll become a fast noisy 
bastard! Hope you'll like it. 

There are only twelve titles on the insert, and thir¬ 
teen at Der Kampf geht weiter!, why? 

The only reason for that was the songs lyrics which 
didn't really fit to the others because they spread a 
political message and the last one is a stupid good 
mood song about drinking and having a good fuck. 

The track called Ein bunt gemishtes Volkchen is

unchristian, when we were talking last time (the interview with 
i||pfftoou was in 2nd issue of RAC), your band was called Sturm 
ViS^Tlagge. Now you changed it on Edelweiss. Why did you do 
this? Anything else changed besides the name? 

I changed the name because of problems I had with my former record 
label VDP from Hamburg. I was bound with the name on that label so I 
had to find a new one as I wanted to leave VDP records. The main thing 
that changed was the style of the music which went from the typical 
German Oi!-RAC-stuff to Metal. 

Sturmflagge has recorded two CDs and four demo-tapes. Those 
demos were forbidden by the law, and what was the fate of your 
CDs? 


The CD's lyrics were checked by several lawyers because we didn't 
want to get them banned just a few days after the release. Government 
tried hard to ban the debut of Sturmflagge but failed in the end. I've 
heard that it's forbidden in Swiss but I'm not sure. The Edelweiss CD 
and the one of Saalefront (a project where I played all the instruments 
on the recording) were shown several times on TV and printed in some 
magazines which did reports about the right wing music scene. Of co¬ 
urse there was spread lots of shit about that. Well, anyway - I'm always 
pleased about commercials like that - for free... 

I know that you supported friends from Black Metal band called 
Blutweihe. Is that cooperation still going on?

Are you still annoyed by the police and ZOG f

Why is German law so ruth- 
less for patriotic bands? 

I have less trouble than in the past - but I think about ten house sear¬ 
chings are enough.... fuck that.... Me and my comrades are still obse¬ 
rved by the government’s agents but we don't give a fuck about that. 
About three weeks ago I got arrested at a normal police control. The 
young cop got really nervous as he saw my boots. Well, maybe he 
watched too much TV and thought that I’d be some kind of Neonazi- 
murder-monster. Without a reason he grabbed his gun and held it right 
on my head...! just told him that I don’t want to get shot by a cop-tra¬ 
inee.... and at that point I wore handcuffs for the rest of that evening.... 
A friend of mine got a visit by the Verfassungsschutz. They offered him 
a new identity and their help if he would have problems with his former 
(?) comrades. We've had a good laugh... 


guns pulled out. You just feel like a fucking criminal...It's just so disap¬ 
pointing for all those guys who just want to spend a nice weekend, 
listen to music, have some beer and meet their comrades. They have to 
travel for hundreds of kilometres and then they get told that they have 
to drive back home if they don't want to get arrested. 

The German scene is one of the most significant in the World, but 
it is necessary to say, that there are a lot of poor CDs released 
there. What can you say about your scene? Is it better to have 
more bands, some of them being poor, or to have less, but better 
groups? 

In my opinion the problem is that the RAC-music moved from an under¬ 
ground scene to a small kind of industry. There are too many people 
who just think it’s a business. A good possibility to make lots of money. 
Those record-companies sign everyone who offers a tape and don't 
care about the quality of the most important: the music and the lyrics. 
When you play in a band it's normal that you want to make a CD deal 
but it should be up to the labels to select all that shit. 

All those releases and band-projects seem to be a overkill and in the 
end the few of the really good newcomer bands won't get a chance 
from the audience because the customers will prefer to buy a CD of a 


When did you perform a live concert last time? Is it hard to play 
live, as you are the only member of the band? 

I think the last gig took place about one year ago. But I just helped 
another band on guitars and performed only a few of my own songs. Of 
course I really enjoy acting live but as a one-man-project it’s nearly 
impossible to make a good show. In the past I had a guest-drummer but 
he didn't know how to play the songs exactly the way they should, (with 
all those breaks and speed variations) I thought about using the ma- 
stertape from the record studio using drums, bass and the 2nd guitar 
from it and playing the lead guitar and doing the vocals live but I think 
it would look a bit strange for the viewers if they’d see just one guy 
acting on stage. Maybe I'll find a solution for this problem in the futu¬ 
re. 

Patriotic concerts in Germany are often Interrupted by the Poli¬ 
ce. Had you got such problem personally? How is it, being in 
such situations? 

I got those problems as a concert-visitor and also on gigs I've organi¬ 
zed or played on. Some years ago I went to a meeting-point for a 
gig and Everybody there got arrested for about 10-14 hours. 

For nothing...It's absolutely normal that you have the 

cops outside the hall when you make a show. So- 

metimes there's police inside the hall watching 

the crowd if someone's got a forbidden sym- ujvSj 

bol on his shirt or something like this...but 

usually they just come in stop the gig, 0 ^°% 

control everybody and arrest some pe- 

ople. Once I had a concert and the fkt 

police came in with their machine- 











nes Panzerfaust and Heaven in flames of Judas Iscariot are the only two old school records I love. 
All in all, most of the BM lyrics are very poor with all that satanic shit but I like the dark atmosphere 
and the emotions which are based in the music. Black Metal ist Krieg! Integration of other styles in 
the Skinhead movement is must. We have to use every kind of style and every potential we can get 
in order to recruit new political soldiers. 

Although we are neighbours, the Polish scene is rather not so familiar to German Skinhe¬ 
ads. What do you think about Polish bands? 

I just know Konkwista88 and I like their music. They’ve got some really good songs. I prefer those 
which are sung in English. 

We have also a strong Patriotic Black Metal scene in our country. It is represented by such 
bands as f.e. Graveland, Thor's Hammer... Have you got a contact with any Polish BM band? 

No, I don’t have contact to any of them and I’ve only heard just a few of their songs. I think they’re 
banned by the commercial magazines because of their political views spread through their lyrics. 
They’re too popular and famous to be totally ignored by the music-press but there’s no commercial 
space for them. 

Such German bands, like Kraftschlag or Landser, are calling to hatred to my Nation in their 
songs. It is an evident contradiction to WP ideas. Every reasonable present patriot knows 
that the change of our borders has no sense, and it can only lead towards war. Another 
Brothers War! But that’s not the way... or maybe I am wrong? 

Lots of people share different opinions about that topic. Mine is, that Germany is NO land for 
immigration and there's NO more space for foreigners here. We simply have enough problems of 
our own. And there’s also lots of land which was taken from Germany after the war. We just say: 
Verzicht ist Verrat. But it's important that there are Polish nationalists which keep fighting for their 
land. All in all, we have the same enemy in both countries and we should fight the beast everywhe¬ 
re - All over the world 

What do you think, what shall we do in order that the young patriots from Poland and Ger¬ 
many begin the cooperation to achieve common purposes? 

Lots of small steps must be taken to reach that. Party work with organisations from both countries, 
concerts, demonstrations, or other gatherings with guest speakers for example. Or just the easiest 
way: getting in mail-contact with comrades from the other border. This is a possibility that everyone 
could choose for his own. 

Would you agree to release some of your compositions on Polish-German compilation? 
What could be your friends from other bands view on such idea? 

First up, I don’t care what other people think of me or my music. I just do it my way and if anybody 
gets pissed... so what??? Of course it won't be a problem to release some of the songs on a 
compilation but I'm not a big friend of compilations where just old material is getting released. I'd 
really like if it would be possible to record some new material. But I think this would be unprofitable 
and too expensive for the labels to send each band just for two or three tracks in a studio. 

You planned to publish Dies Kampfsau magazine? Did you manage to realize your idea? 

You’re well informed. This must have been about seven

What can you tell us about the German Black 
Metal scene? Do you support the integra¬ 
tion of BM & Skinhead movements? 


I’m a big fan of all kind of extreme music and so 
I really enjoy Black/Death Metal or Grind Core 
stuff. The German BM scene is a very huge 
one but I think the big boom is over. There are 
also lots of bands of course but most of them 
are pure bullshit. Most of them play a very simi¬ 
lar style and so one sounds like the other. Bands 
I like are Nargaroth, Nagelfar or Die Apokalyp- 
tischen Reiter (these guys play a brilliant so¬ 
und!!!

Concert organised in quite professional way. Good big hall inside a 
closed object next to a restaurant. The only drawback was the size of 
scene, not all felt comfortable with it. There were about 150-170 people who 
came to the gig, mainly from northern Poland, but there were also guys from 
Lublin, Warsaw, Kielce etc. 

First on the stage came the debut of this evening: Szwadrony Smierci, 
a new band not heard on stage before. Sharp music, vocals were a bit 
weak, I did not learn about lyrics, but I think that as time goes they can 
create something, we will see.

The next band was Salut. They started from You are not alone later we heard most 
from their new record a Jutro bqdzie nasze and two Skrewdriver's covers - Suddenly and Back with 
a bang. They played over an hour of good hard rock music. 

As the third band there were guys from Gdansk: Wolne Miasto Gdansk. They presented 
most of the stuff from their debut album - Hoof's Atak. They played a nice gig, playing some bonus 
tracks and giving ultimate fun to the audience. 

After a short break there came a next band of this evening - Honor. All best known hits were 
played: Krew i Honor, A/a szubienice, Mlot Antychrysta, etc. To be frank Honor is not my favourite 
band but I have to admit that they are brilliant live. Very well played as far as technique goes 
musically, two guitars, very good drummer and of course vocal. They played one of the longest gigs 
in their history, gained large applause, which was not repeated even by the next band. 

Pluton Svea played as a three-piece (including a Fin on the bass). They played really good 
show, yet the results of earlier-drunk alcohol were visible. Jock (vocal and guitar) showed really high

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aio, you used to sing in a band Peggior Amico. It was one of the 
best known Italian RAC bands. Tell us what led to splitting up this 
band. 


Peggior Amico split up mainly because it was difficult to carry on a solid line-up 
due to personal problems facing the various guitarists we had in those times. It 
was a shame and potentially we could do more, but sometimes things are not 
going in the right way and so it's better to stop them. 

What is happening to other members of this band? 

There have been quite a lot of players involved in P.A. during the years of its 
existence and I don't know where they're all now or what they are doing, nothing 
very important I suppose. The last bassist in the band (Michel) is currently play 
ingwith me in ARMCO. The last guitarist has a studio recording and still play in 
the metal circuit. Massimo, the drummer and one of the band founders, is running 
Tuono Records. 

My friend wanted me to ask you who has rights to your first LP? Is there a 
possibility of releasing this stuff on CD?

The rights of the first album, as well as the two singles, are of the French label 
Rebelles Europeens, but I don't think it's still active. There is the plan to release 
the album on CD, but Tuono is now concentrating on the new releases instead of 
the old. We believe this is the right way to work if you want to keep the scene 
alive.

Why did you decide to create 
ARMCO? 

There is a good situation here in the 
North-East about our music scene. A 
mix of hearty enthusiasm with 
concrete opportunity to see released 
the intention of a band on both studio 
and live project. It is the perfect ground 
for the ones who are moved by the 
music passion to start a band and do 
their part. ARMCO are sons of this 
situation, built up after years of hard 
work but now with solid basis. 

What does the name of the band 
mean? 

We were looking for a short name that 
sounded good. ARMCO is a mineral, 
a kind of pure iron. 

How did you manage to release you 
rdebut CD Uli Maior Minor Cessaf? 
What does the title mean? 

We've rehearsed for about one year 
with some good ideas and lots of fun. 
To record an album is the natural 
prosecution and thanks to Tuono 
we’ve got the opportunity to do it. The 
Latin language title, it's an old Roman 
motto that roughly means when the 
strong arrives the weak leaves off. 

Are you satisfied with this CD? 
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We think it's quite a good job, not very 
sophisticated but direct, as the band is 
and want to remain. Those who buy 
and listen to it have the final word 
anyway. 

Unfortunately I don't know Italian... 
thus I have to ask you to tell us 
something about topics of your 
lyrics. 

We know it should be better to put 
some English translation in the CD, but 
you cannot do everything perfect. 
Lyrics are taken by our day by day life, 
sometimes aggressive like in the 
opener Be aware! We are many or 
Senza Pieta (No pity) both dedicated 
to our enemies, sometimes of criticism 
like 4th position, love for our land Nord- 
Est, personal feelings as in Riscatto 
(Revenge), Amore odio (Love hate) 
and Ragazzo di strada (Street boy), 
social matters like in Agonia della 
nazione (Agony of the nation), Pena 
capitale (Capital punishment) and 
N.A.T.O.- Born to die about soldiers 
who died of cancer after their return 
from the Balkans war because of Allied 
uranium bullets. Antifa is simple to 
understand, that it is for those 
democracy paladins who can do 
everything in the name of their anti¬ 
fascist beliefs. 

The world's nationalist scene music 
becomes more and more 
differentiated and heavy. The same 
time, ARMCO does not follow the 
trend and plays Skin Rock. Is it 
caused by faithfulness to roots of 
Oi! and Skinhead movement? 

You are right! We still love to be loyal 
to the best skinhead music tradition 
sthat for us express better our 
character. We respect the bands who 
play different styles. The large variety 
of music proposal on our scene gives 
room to all of them, but this is what we 
like and use to listen more. 

When are you going to start work 
upon new CD? 

We have some new songs and we will 
work for more. We don't do any project, 
just carry on and we will see. There 
will be out soon a vinyl split with 
another local band, one song each. It 
will be a little surprise. Our guitarist 
Dario has a solo CD out in few weeks 
mostly orientated on ballads style. 


You have played tribute gig for ISD 
in UK. What are your impressions? 

A very good event, well organized and 
showed the best of British potential in 
the Movement. A true and deep 
atmosphere of comradeship as needs 
to be a concert to pay respect to our 
fallen leader. 

There hasn't been too much about 
Italian RAC bands lately. What is a 
reason for it? Have police 
repressions become bigger? 

Ultima Frontiera, Provos 18, Mannaz, 
Sumbu Brothers are only few names 
of the last generation bands who 
sometime mix old members of past 
bands with new musicians, all from our 
area. We can add easy some other 
names to show the scene is alive and 
kickin'. Almost every weekend there 
are gigs. Probably there is the lack of 
zines (on both paper and web format, 
like your brilliant RAC (thank you-red.)) 
who deserve to be mentioned for their 
contribution to spread regular news of 
our scene activities. The repression is 
always around the corner, but it's not a 
good reason to quit or restrain the 
growth of the Movement. 

Who was Massimo Morsello for 
you? 

I haven't known M.Morsello personally 
very well, only met him a couple of 
times. Without doubt he has been an 
important presence as quality 
musician, we had the opportunity to 
hear and appreciate. He has also given 
a contribution to the political struggle. 
His life has been not easy nor lucky. 

I hope things are going better up there. 


Many Poles want to be citizens of 
EU, but tell us what is your view of 
European Union? 

The EEC is only the merchant side of 
Europe, encouraged and built by the 
big financial groups to circulate better 
their capitals. It's one more step to take 
off the national sovereignty from each 
Country and to ruin to the local 
economy. We believe in a Europe of 
the People, where every Nation keep 
shis typical identity in the name of the 
Tradition who has made this old 
continent the candle of civilization. 

Is there any sign of activity from 
such groups as Hammerskins or 
Blood & Honour in Your country? 

Veneto Fronte Skinheads (our local 
organization) is older than B&H being 
active since 1986, but it's 100% 
support B&H from the early days. 
There are some Hammerskins in Milan 
and we also have good links with them. 

What is opinion about Polish WP 
bands in Italy? 

Some excellent bands come out from 
Poland and Konkwista 88 is one of the 
favourites ever. They have played in 
Italy 3/4 times, always with a good 
success. I really like Honor too.

In 1995/6 a few ex-members of Sassem-based hard-coreband Opel Ka-Death (later known as 
OKD) started a new project under the workname Brigade Mussert. Contrary to Opel Ka-Death 
the lyrics were radical and nationalist from the start, the music ranging form Oi! to hard-core. In 
the beginning we played new songs as well as an couple of Opel Ka-Death songs and some 
Skrewdriver-covers. Unfortunately we couldn't form a band to play live gigs so we decided to 
quit after a couple of years. 

In 1997 we were asked to record our cultnumber Eigen Volk Eerst (Own people first) for the 
Welkom in Sassem sampler. Two former Brigade Mussert-members already played in 
Dietse Patriotten and a couple of other members played in other groups on the sampler, so 
the influence of Brigade M on the WIS-CD was rather big. 

The only original member of the band, bass player Tim, started looking for new musicians for 
Brigade M, as the band was already called at that time, in the summer of 1999. Tim was 
asked if a Brigade M reunion was possible because of the plans for a second Welkom in 
Sassem CD. With a partly new line-up two new songs were recorded in the end of 1999, Voor 
Volk en Vaderland and 50.000 Helden. Because the CD took so long to come out a real 
reunion was cancelled and the members got back to their own projects. 

After the song Eigen Volk Eerst was released on two different samplers in the beginning of 
2000 blood started creeping again and this led to new practice sessions. In July 2000 Dirk 
joined the band as drummer and later that year, former Landstorm-singer Dave joined the 
band. 

In January 2001 we recorded yet again two new songs, Lui, Laf en Lelijk (Lazy, Yellow and 

the Antifa) and Pedofielen, for yet another sampler that 
later this year. Just as everything started looking good 
left and we had to ask a black-metal guitarist to fill in as 
ed the first nationalist gig in about 6 years in the Nether¬ 
lands in February. A couple of days after that gig, Wickie 
joined as new guitarist. In January 2002 we recorded 10 
songs for our first full CD that will be released this year by 
German label Wikinger Versand. There'll be also four live-tracks 
on the CD. During 2002 we played about twelve gigs in Flan¬ 
ders, Germany, England and Poland and with Stefan we added a 
second guitarist.

Your line-up has 
changed a few times... 

Who plays in Brigade M at 
present? 

Brigade M started out in 1995 with; 

Erik - vocals, Dieter - guitar, Tim - 
bass and Marco - drums. We recor¬ 
ded our first songs with this line-up 
except Tim sang because Erik was too 
busy with another band. Later we had 
some changes and in the beginning of 2001 the line-up 
became Dave - vocals, Wickie - guitars, Tim - bass and 
Dirk - drums. We recorded our full CD with Dave - vocals, 
Toontje - guitar, Tim - bass and Jasper - drums. 

Since May 2002 our line-up is : Dave - vocals, Wickie - 
guitar, Stefan - guitar, Tim - bass and Jasper - drums. 

Tell us why Dave left Landstorm to join your band? 

Dave and the guys from Landstorm had some personal 
problems so they all agreed it would be best that Dave would 
quit. A few months later he was asked by Brigade M to join 
and we're really glad he did! 

Although songs from your first MCD Holland were re¬ 
corded from 1997 till 1999 your music style hasn't chan¬ 
ged a lot. Will your next songs bring any change of 
your sound? 

The five songs on the mini-CD were the only material we 
had professionally recorded up to then. Except for Lui, Laf 
en Lelijk (also known as Antifa, Ha Ha Ha) all the songs 
were written in 1996 and 1997. Since then our style has 
changed. We're playing more aggressive than before but 
it's still a fast Oil-sound and we've written some songs that 
have a humorous touch. We should take some time to re¬ 
flect on the bright sides of life sometime, to fill the batteries 
up for the battle. Since we've had some comrades join the 
band that have a metal-background there's some metal in¬ 
fluences as well. 

Who hit on an idea to put a video clip on this MCD? 


A comrade of ours videotaped our gig in an army complex 
that's occupied by nationalists. I (Tim) thought of the idea, 
for the videoclip first, but it was only meant to be put on our 
webside. Since a lot of people had problems downloading 
the clip we decided to put it on the promo-CD as well, but in 
a far superior version, 12 MB, the one on the webside is 
only 1,2 MB. We plan to do more with Brigade Mtv as the 
part of our webside is called that features the videoclip. 

In 1997 in Germany you recorded a tune Eigen Volk 
Eerst (Own People First) that was included on compi¬ 
lation CD Welkom in Sassem. I've heard that you spent 
a good time there... 

We were only in the studio for a couple of hours with Briga¬ 
de M and some of the bands and projects we helped out 
with. The whole CD was put together in 4 recording- and 
mixing days, but we had a very good time with all the com¬ 
rades, that's for sure. Some German comrades came by 
and shouted along with the German tracks on the CD by 
the German-Dutch project Die Funfte Kolonne. 

In 1999 your most known tune Eigen Volk Eerst was 
included on a techno-compilation Nationaal Kabaal.s 
How did this happen? 

The guys who did the techno-compilation asked if they co¬ 
uld use Eigen Volk Eerst for some samples. We wanted to 
know first what they were going to do with the CD. When it 
turned out they were good comrades of a friend of ours we 
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said OK. They did a pretty good song that was featured 
later on Welkom in Sassem vol.ll. 


Some part of the money earned from selling the com¬ 
pilation Welkom in Sassen vol.ll supports Anti-Antifa 
action. Is the Antifa so strong in Holland? 


Yes, 2,50 guilders (1,2 Euro) goes to the Anti-Antifa. The 
Antifa used to be a whole lot stronger, but since the natio¬ 
nalist movement is so shattered the Antifa can concentrate 
on the small fractions and sometimes they really torment 
comrades by trying to destroy their properties putting up 
leaflets with their names and addresses and spreading lies 
in the media. Ah well, you probably know what I mean. So 
we're 100% for the initiative from the producers of WIS vol.ll. 


For many Poles Holland seems to be the country of 
tulips & windmills. Today, your country is a leader in 
confirming the most "progressive" rules.... 


Regretfully The Netherlands (not Holland which is only the 
western part with the major cities Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 
The Hague of our country) has since the last 50 years the 
reputation of Anne Frank, gay-marriages, drugs, child-por¬ 
nography and leftist attitude. It's probably the same in a lot 
of other European countries but ours is by far worst of all. 
There's a lot of work to be done!!! 


Tell us something more about Dietsland. 


Dietsland is the word for all the Dutch nations. Simply the 
Dutchspeaking states The Netherlands and Flanders (North 
of Belgium) as they were united between 1815-1830, but 
we believe Dietsland is more than that. It is the reunifica¬ 
tion of all the lands that used to be 'Diets'. So there's The 
Netherlands, the whole of nowadays Belgium (not only Flan¬ 
ders), south-Flanders which lies in Northern-France now 
and some parts that are Germany now and used to be 
Dutch. 


Nationalists and patriots in your country have pretty 
hard life... surely you also had some problems with the 
"law" and with police? 


All of us have convictions for our 
nationalist actions. I won't go 
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into details about what 
and why, but some of the 
convictions are ridiculous 
as compared to the laws 
in other European coun¬ 
tries. As a band we didn't 
encounter any problems 
with the state yet, but 
we're sure they're on the 
lookout, but so are we. 
The local council of Le¬ 
iden tried to get us out of 
our practising-place, 
which is owned and sub¬ 
sidized by the council, but 
they failed and we still 
practise there. 


Are organizations like 
B&H or Hammerskins 
active in Holland, or not? 


We've had Hammerskins for about 10 years now, but they're 
very small. Since a couple of months we have an active 
division of B&H Midgard here who organised their first gi- 
gin the end of October in the Felish town of Diksmuide to¬ 
gether with their brothers of Midgard Flanders. We played 
on the gig together with England's Eye of Odin and two 
German bands; Nordfront and Jagdstaffel. We used to have 
some Skinheads organised around a magazine called Hou 
Kontakt, but they reported on Skagigs as well and had some 
dubious members of the chosen ones. 


Is the Nationalist movement in your country united? 


As I've said before, even the Skinheads are divided, altho¬ 
ugh they're a small group. As in every white country the 
nationalist movement in The Netherlands is very devided. 
This is not only ideological, but for a great part caused by 
personal quarrels. There's NS, National-Demokrates, Re- 
aktionaries, Revolutionary-Nationalists, B&H, Hammer¬ 
skins, Klan etc etc. As a band we try to play for everyone 
that is committed to the nationalist cause, our lyrics are 
revolutionary-nationalist since the members of Brigade M 
have different nationalist backgrounds. 


I know that in Holland exists a subculture called Gab¬ 
bers. There is no such a subculture in Poland. Can 
you tell me something more about that? 


Gabbers are fans of a sort of Techno-music, but 
very fast and hard. Gabbers used to shave their 
heads, wear tracksuits, sneakers and bomber-jac¬ 
kets. Later they started wearing Doc. Martens, Lons- 
and Fred Perry, clothes mostly worn by Skins. 
Most of them have nationalist opinions, but there's a 
lot of (hard) drugs used by Gab¬ 
bers. The whole thing is starting 
to get a bit underground by now, 
since the scene was over-explo¬ 
ited by the media and the record 
companies. There've been a 
good deal of former-Gabbers 
who have changed to Skinhead 









style nowadays, but 
the drugs problem is 
not over unfortunate¬ 
ly. We welcome eve¬ 
ryone who is a true 
nationalist, skin, roc¬ 
ker, gabber, or wha¬ 
tever, but we're total¬ 
ly opposed to any 
form of drugs or any 
other addictive beha¬ 
viour, too much alco¬ 
hol is a real threat to 
the nationalist move¬ 
ment too as you may 
know yourselves. 


We finished recording 10 tracks in the first week of Janu¬ 
ary. Most songs are faster and harder than the old stuff 
although we don't try to become a metal band. We still play 
Oi/RAC-style, but with more metal influences than before. 
We recorded some old material in a new style and our com¬ 
rades of Standrecht sang along with Voor Volk en Vadein¬ 
land '02. There's also a very fast instrumental piece called 
Wodans Wilde Jacht (Wodans Wild Hunt). I think everyone 
will be pretty surprised. As a bonus we included four live- 
tracks, one of them is a cover of the song Terroristen mit E- 
Gitarren by German band Landser, but in Dutch. Since Land- 
ser have a great deal of trouble with the German state and 
we wanted to do something since we cover one of their 
songs we negotiated with the recordlabel that of each CD 
one Euro goes to the HNG, who are an organisation that 
take care of imprisoned comrades and people under threat 
by the state like Landser and Frank Rennicke. 


Tell us something about your last gigs. How many pe 
ople do gigs gather in your country? 


Please, tell us about that music.

- Kale Vandalen (Bald Vandals) are the techno-project that 
have been discussed in this interview before. 

- O.D.M. (Oderint Dum Metuant which is Latin for 'Let them 
hate, as long as they fear') were a very politics motivated 
band, but unfortunately they split up after they recorded 
the songs for WIS vol.ll. 

- Pipo & Kluuk Kluuks Klan are a true fun band. There's a 
lot of different musicians involved and they have released 
songs on various samplers. There's an anti-monarchist song 
from them on a special mini-CD that was brought out for 
the royal wedding on the 2nd of February. 

- Sassem Boetbois, original 80’s Oi. They used to play in 
different bands, O.D.M., De Ramoons and others. They 
recorded a song about hooliganism called Pitchinvasion 
specially for Euro 2000. It's on WIS vol.ll, by special requ¬ 
est. 

- Standrecht, wellknown RAC-band from the south of The 
Netherlands, so not from the Sassem-area. They already 
released two full CD's called Nederlands and Den Vader - 
land Getrouwe. Check out their website at http://www.geo- 
cities.com/standrecht_nl 

- Up To No Good, are the best band on this sampler as far 
as I'm concerned. They play real hate-core in a old-school 
hard-core style. Some of the guys used to play in Opel Ka- 
Death together with our bass player. We hope they will re¬ 
lease a full length CD. 

Thank you for your answers and wish you good luck.

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Could you say a few words about each band 
from WIS vol.ll ? 


Aah, well, for those who understand Dutch the¬ 
re's a short story about every band on the We- 
Ikom in Sassem-website http://www.geod- 
ties.com/sassem_nl/cd2.htm . For everyone 
else here's a few words indeed. 

- Dietse Patriotten is a project band of members of Bri 
gade M and Standrecht now, they play your ordinary 
RAC. In their old line-up they played a legendary gig 
Flanders some 4 years ago. 

- Duo De Weg Kwijt (Duo Lost Their Way) are a 
band who mostly play at parties for ordinary folk, 
they're 100% behind the politics. 


We've played about 14 gigs since early 2001. In The Ne¬ 
therlands we've only played four times, in the same 
place. The audience varied from 60 (private party) to 
150. In Flanders and Germany we've played for up 
to 600 people.

Could you tell us a short history of 
your group? 


plans, but it’s hard to tell at the moment 
whether we’ll be able to realize them all. 
You can see during our concerts in a fol¬ 
lowing setting : 

BF - vocal + bass, Roman - guitar, Mar¬ 
tin - drums. 


BF: I think it is not important if you belie¬ 
ve in the Norse or in the Slavic Gods. 
Both religions derive from the same cul¬ 
tural circle - from the northern or eastern 
European tribes. They must have influ¬ 
enced each other. For example, the hi¬ 
storical name of our country Bohemia 
symbolizes our Celtic heritage, but we 
can point out more Slavic and pagan 
relics. I think our land was a meeting pla¬ 
ce of two civilizations, but I feel more 
Celtic spirit in my heart. 


BF: Our band was founded in 1998/99 
under the name Imperator. But due to 
many misunderstandings between the 
members it existed for only about half a 
year. After the Imperator project came 
to an end, Beowulf was born. But the 
band setting wasn’t still stable. A real 
breakthrough came when new drummer 
- Martin joined the group. We started to 
develop our music in a style, that is be¬ 
ing kept till now. It’s been now 2 years 
since we (I and Martin) have been play¬ 
ing together, only the guitarists change. 
Our discography consists of: 

1. Win or Die - demo CD - 1999 Thor's 
Warriors Production, 

2. Hranice Slavy - 2001, 

(3. Wotansvolk - 2002 - red.) 

We are going to record 3 new songs for 
a compilation of Czech and Slovak gro¬ 
ups soon. We also have many other 


Why did you change the name from 
Imperator to Beowulf? What does the 
Beowulf name suppose to mean? 


BF: As I already said, Imperator was a 
project which didn't work out quite well. 
We didn't like the name either, it was just 
to "usual”. And no other person except 
me, from the old setting, plays in Be¬ 
owulf, it just doesn't have anything in 
common with Imperator. I think that the¬ 
re must be something in the name, that 
will cause people to ask themselves a 
question "what the hell does it mean?" 
And that’s just the role the Beowulf name 
does. It comes from the Norse mytholo¬ 
gy. In a legend, Beowulf was an eight 
century prince from northern or southern 
Sweden.

The first recorded Beowulf s material 
was a Demo CD Win or Die. It wasn’t 
for sale was it? 


BF: It was for sale but only in our coun¬ 
try, a few copies were sold also in Slo¬ 
vakia. It was released in a limited edi¬ 
tion of 250 copies only. It's not available 
any more and we don't play songs from 
this demo. Our music style is totally dif¬ 
ferent now, as we evolved and went in 
the other direction. This demo was just 
a beginning in every meaning of this 
word. 


Did you send this material to any la¬ 
bel? Was anyone willing to publish 
it? 


BF: We've recorded this demo half a year 
before we started to play concerts, so 
we were absolutely unknown at that time. 
There was no sense in sending it any¬ 
where. We've released it by our own, at 
our cost. 


You seem to 
be more in¬ 
terested in 
the Norse 
than in the 
Slavic my¬ 
thology.

This Demo CD was published by 
Thor's Warriors Production. Does this 
label still exist? 


BF: No, TWP doesn't exist anymore, but 
as a matter of fact it was never a label, 
you can call it rather a group of friends 
during the times of 1997-2000. 
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This CD consists of four tracks, three 
of yours and one cover of Rahowa - 
ViteznyDen . The cover is sung in your 
native language...who wrote the 
Czech version of its text? 

BF: Most people think that it’s just a 
translation, but it’s not true. The text has 
been written by me approximately two 
weeks before the recording of Win or Die. 

I've heard many opinions on your 
music, mostly it was being said that 
you sound like Rahowa. I've had the 
possibility to hear both Win or Die and 
Hranice Slavy - your first full CD, and 
I must say that I don't agree with such 
statements. But as far as I'm concer¬ 
ned you like Rahowa and that's why I 
wanted to ask what is your opinion 
on George Burdi? 

BF: It's very hard to answer this question 
because I don't know him personally. 
We’ve never met and I belong to the 
people who give their opinion only when 
they are sure what they are talking abo¬ 
ut. So I'm not going to say anything ne¬ 
gative about him, only because that's 
what everybody does. Maybe his new 
image is a kind of experiment, an attempt 
to return to "the scene" (it’s good if it is), 
or maybe really it's not his aim. I just don't 
know what to think about it, do you? 
George did a lot of good work, and it still 
inspires a lot of people throughout the 
world. I can't believe that someone can 
change so much! I think the time will 
show what is the truth. 

M: I've heard many opinions on this to¬ 
pic, but I don't agree with all of them. I 
think that there are two possibilities: 
either Rahowa and the whole Resistan¬ 
ce were an FBI inspired provocation 
aimed at gaining control over our Move¬ 
ment or Burdi got scared of the possible 
penalty and gone mad. I was in prison 
and I know that proud man must stand 


to what he believes and his faith will grow 
stronger. Rahowa's music is good and 
I've also heard such opinions on our 
music, but we just play as we can, as 
we want, and as we like. 

You play often Rahowa covers during 
your gigs. Why didn't you put any 
cover on Hranice Slavy CD? 

BF: Firstly because if we recorded any 
cover, people would start comparing it 
with the original, and we wanted to avo¬ 
id such comparisons. It's different during 
live shows, when we play it because 
that's people's will. 

M: When we entered the studio to re¬ 
cord the CD, we've already had enough 
of our own compositions and we wan¬ 
ted to record our own songs. Maybe we 
will record a cover someday, but it will 
not happen soon. 

Are you going to record any songs in 
English? 

BF: No, I don’t see any sense in recor¬ 
ding more songs in English. We prefer 
our own language, besides as you co¬ 
uld have heard in Stand side by side my 
English is not very good. 

M: I love my language. I think that it will 
be enough if we record one Anglo lingu¬ 
al song. I can’t understand why so many 
groups sing in English. I guess it would 
be more interesting to hear them in their 
native languages. 

Are you satisfied with Win or Die and 
Hranice Slavy CDs? 

BF: Win or Die was just a beginning and 
I don't want to talk about it. Although 
Hranice Slavy is a 100% better one, we 
play differently now, and we would have 
had recorded it even better. Our liste¬ 
ners ought to hear the difference betwe¬ 
en our albums, and to play the same 


music for ten years just doesn't make 
sense. 

M: I can give my opinion on Hranice Sla¬ 
vy because I didn't play in Beowulf ear¬ 
lier. We are satisfied with our debut, 
especially when you mention our situ¬ 
ation just before the recording. I have 
been playing the drums for only 10 mon¬ 
ths, Pavol joined the group only 5 mon¬ 
ths before the recording, our bassist left 
the group and BF had to learn playing 
the bass. So prepared we have entered 
the studio! Bearing that in mind I think 
that the outcome was OK. 

You've recorded you CD as a trio. 
Were any changes in the setting made 
since? 

BF: I and Martin have been playing in 
Beowulf for two years. During that time 
we have changed seven guitarists and 
one bassist. We gave up ideas about 
keyboards and female vocals. Basic and 
stable setting of Beowulf is a trio. A new 
guitarist -Roman joined the band. He is 
a very creative person and we share the 
same ideas - we all love GSM and Whit¬ 
ney Houston (of course it's a joke). Our 
trio is strengthen by black metal vocali¬ 
sts Mirek, another Mirek plays the key¬ 
board, and female vocalist Renata, but 
they are only studio musicians, we play 
concerts as a trio. Besides, orchestra is 
not suitable for small club stages! (ano¬ 
ther joke) 

M: Although Beowulfs story is a short 
one, many musicians were involved in 
the band. Is it true that every musician is 
stupid? Sometimes I have such tho¬ 
ughts...

It was the best example of so- 
called democracy and the freedom of 
speech. Max Resist didn't surprise me, 
they played exactly the same way as 
they did 5 years ago. Martin can tell you 
more, (haha) 

M: Very good police work!? They've been 
looking for Bin Laden but arrested me... 

I spent six hours on the police station 
and I had to stand with my hands up for 
four hours - so I felt great. I hope that it'll 
be BF's turn next time. 


You know Polish music scene. What 
is your opinion on our groups? 


BF: Yes, I've heard few bands. My favo¬ 
rites are: Honor, Konkwist§ 88 
Wolfsmoon, Godzina Zero and Warhe- 


M: Patriots are grouping into small poli¬ 
tical parties. Their actions are limited to 
organizing a demonstration of about 50 
people. I know the leaders quite good, 
they're ex-skins with high political ambi¬ 
tions. So we've got NSB, VF, VRS, VL, 
HSN... The parties do not cooperate, 
and, what is more, they fight against 
each other! I support none of them. I play 
in the band and don't like all 
that political fuss... 


M: I remember two concerts played by 
K88 here, both were really good. It's a 
pity that we'll never see K88 & H perfor¬ 
ming together. I know what's wrong with 
Czerwony... it's indeed a great problem. 
Polish scene looks very strong. I know 
also such bands as Legion and Sztorm

BF: A lot of bands 
ceased concerts. 
The police have 
very good informa¬ 
tion about our sce¬ 
ne...

only the strong will remain in our ranks. 
M: What does it mean that times are very 
tough? It's true that the police control our 
lives, government threats with imprison¬ 
ment, a lot of people await trials. The 
situation 5-6 years ago was just the 
same. But I think that the 50’s were much 
worse. Communists shot, murdered 
whole families. What, in comparison to 
that, is today's fear of jail? Besides this 
situation has a positive aspect all we¬ 
aklings will leave our ranks, only the true 
comrades will prevail. 

I know that Beowulf s members play 
In other bands also. Could you tell us 
something about your side musical 
projects? 

BF: Yes, we have few side projects, 
some of them have already been recor¬ 
ded, others are still just a vision. These 
projects are as follows: Order - intere¬ 
sting music, I would call it electro-core, 
debut CD already recorded; Randall 
Gruppe - classic Oi-punk from the 80's, 
a bit Skrewdriver look-a-like, CD "Bunch 
of Rascals" recorded. I have also my own 
plans, but their time hasn’t come yet. 

M: Order and Randall Gruppe, both re¬ 
corded their first CDs. Randal is punk 
with humoristic lyrics. The setting - BF 
guitar, Mario (Excalibur's bassist) plays 
the drums, I (Beowulfs drummer) play 
the bass, and our friend sings (he had 
been chosen because he's got a lot of 
tattoos and scars). Of course band mem¬ 
bers never before played such instru¬ 
ments they are playing in RG, so we are 
prepared for good punk-rockin'. 

Today's most popular WP music sty¬ 
les are HC and Metal. In your opinion 
is it a good direction for our music? 

BF: I try not to divide music into Metal, 
Oi or HC but into good and bad. You can 
have a good Oi-group and a bad metal 
one and the other way round. I like Exca- 
libur, Bound for Glory, Skullhead, Iron 
Youth and of course number one - 
Skrewdriver, but also metal bands like 
for example Debustrol, Slayer, Vinter- 
sorg, Einherjer, Atenoux, Cradle of Filth... 

I think that if a WP band will play intere¬ 
sting music with appropriate lyrics, it will 
reach and influence more people. And 
that's just what we need (see Rahowa) 
M: It's great that WP fans have such wide 
choice of music! I listen to all kinds of 
music, but heavy music stimulates my 
brain. Times are tough and heavier mu¬ 
sic is a response to that. The problem is 
that a lot of bands want to play heavy 
music, but not all of them are skilled eno¬ 
ugh. 

As far as I'm concerned you've play¬ 
ed a gig with two metal groups. 
What's your opinion on Czech's pa- 
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triotic BM bands? Are they true pa¬ 
triots?

M: He is now active in a theater and as a sport's truck racer. He still wears Bomber, 
Martens, Lonesdale..., he recorded 5 solo albums - interesting music, even some 
patriotic songs, and about life and society.

Do you encounter any pro¬ 
blems from them? 


BF: It was a good gig. It was indeed dif¬ 
ferent from WP gigs, but you can't com¬ 
pare these hordes with WP scene. Guys 
played really well, I would gladly play 
another such gig. And when it comes to 
their wear-style? It doesn't matter what 
you wear but what you think! 

M: I organized this concert and I must 
tell that it was superb! We have been 
preparing it for quite a long time, the 
police were of course also interested in 
it. Atenoux is a good BM horde from 
Austria, with female vocals and the other 
- Agmen from our country is a Norwe¬ 
gian style BM. They both aren't WP but When can we expect Beowulfs new album?

From what I noticed, the 
audience was nicely surprised 
with the quality Beowulf sho¬ 
wed.

For the first 
time the band played in enlar¬ 
ged line-up with the second 
vocalist, who with his heavy

The members of the band 
were led by the lights and the¬ 
ir show started with intro co¬ 
ming from their CD In the Fla¬ 
mes of Rising Power The gre¬ 
atest hits from their numero¬ 
us albums followed the intro. 

I personally waited for my fa¬ 
vourite track from the latest 
Honor's releases - namely A/a 
Szubienice. .. - and I finally got 
it. One of audience's most 
expected tracks was Mlot An- 
tychrysta and also in this case 
the band fulfilled the needs 
playing this track in a very 
good way. Below the stage 
there was a brilliant enthu¬ 
siasm, everyone was singing 
with the band - it was great! 
Honor finished with LastDrak - 
kar track and gave the stage 
to the guests from Ukraine - 
Sokyra Peruna. 

Sokyra Peruna is the 
best known Ukrainian band 
but they played live in Poland 
for the first time. They played 
supported by Varggoth of Nok- 
turnal Mortum as a guitarist. 
The gig went quite well yet 
I think that if their songs had 
been better known to the au¬ 
dience they would have rece¬ 
ived even better response. 
From the stage flowed tracks 
from their first two tapes i.e. 
The Slav , 6,000,000 Words of 
Lie and Stay White. For the 
end, probably to put down the 
crowd who were completely 
exhausted, they played cover 
of Skrewdriver... 

Everyone who would like to 
learn more about their music 
should get their CD which was 
just released in Poland.

So we'd like to invite you to the dark world of music ofPolish radi 
hard questions have been given by our friend - thank you Krzysiek! 


Can you tell us about the band's origin and meanings 
of it's name? 


Wolfs Moon's rudiments dates since 1995. For next 
years we haven't improved too much and there are 
slight changes in band's line-up, which at this 
looks as follows: JM- guitar, bass. Wolf- 
drums and vocals. 

The band's name is a multi-meanings symbol. It me¬ 
ans an immortal power of hidden lights of swastika, 
arousing subconscious instincts of the fight and ru¬ 
thlessness shown in the wolfs bloodthirstiness sym¬ 
bolic. It also has for me a deep personal meaning 
concerns certain areas of my personality [individu¬ 
ality]. 


Your first realized project was a split with Le¬ 
gacy of.Blood. The same compositions we can 
find on compilation The Day of The Rope vol.l. 
How do you rate them in perspective of time? Is 
it truth that they had been recorded a pretty long 
time ago? 


I certainly will write some new composi¬ 
tions for Gammadion. 


The Day of The Rope vol. I contains 
compositions of two Black Metal 
bands: Infernal War and Swastyka. 
What's your opinions about these two 
bands? They say that you and Swasti¬ 
ka's frontman worked in Zakon Zadru- 
gi Potnocny Wilk 


Infernal SS showed quite good produc¬ 
tion- surely this is the music with no com¬ 
promise. I paid special attention to the in¬ 
teresting sound of drums. The man who 
plays on this instrument has a talent -I'm 
sure - he will prove it many times in the 
future. 

In the matter of Swastika and Mazovian 
Division of Zakon Zadrugi Potnocny Wilk 
(this mentioned by your organization car¬ 
ries on his activity consistently )... I don't 
want to waste our time... 


This split has never seen the day's light, however 
the singles copies are known between a few pe¬ 
ople familiar to us at that time. Both compositions 
had been recorded more than three years ago and 
were an effects of three years of Wolfs Moon's exi¬ 
stence and experience. 

They are much more different from our present com¬ 
positions, but in my opinion, they are still good enough 
as a debut. 


For some time you had played in Gammadion as a 
drummer. What do you think about cooperation 
with the band? Do you plan in the future any pro- 
with them? 


The Black Metal Underground seems 
to be badly divided. In some interviews 
one people talk about narcotic inspi¬ 
rations (Thunderbolt, Kataxu). Others 
create impossible to listen, very low 
standard projects. Don't you think the¬ 
re's a discrepancy between such dec¬ 
larations and a cult of power and spi¬ 
ritual purity? Of course I don't talk abo¬ 
ut whole scene, there's a lot of people¬ 
slike Dark Blaze's crew which do a 
good job. What's your opinion about 
whole BM underground? 


In fact I participated in creation of Gammadion, ho¬ 
wever - last time I didn't join any rehearsal.I have 
to rate very high this cooperation. First of all be¬ 
cause they are clever and of worthy of respect 
men, they have brightly explicit aim. I am sure, 
that Gammadion will reveal us their power, and 


We must avoid -categorically and with an 
iron consequence- to make our ideas mar¬ 
ginal, It means : we must throw away self¬ 
destructive schemes ruling on so-called 
underground scene, which is - more than 
once - a base for individuals extremely 
crippled. I talk about run-of-the-mill, lame 




publishers showing incompetence in the 
matter of music and in the matter of ide¬ 
ology, advertised by a pulp of empty slo¬ 
gans. I talk about a false contempt to pro¬ 
fessionalism bringing envy, blind jealousy 
and imbecility, which is unfortunately ubi¬ 
quitous among many (but fortunately not 
all) representatives of so-called Black 
Metal scene. 

Trashy publication of much more trashy 
music surely will not bring us a pride and 
most certainly will be exploited by our 
enemies. There still are a lot of morons, 
which profanes holy symbols, putting 
them on hopeless "productions". Howe¬ 
ver as you defined "narcotic inspirations" 
are the worst possible pathology which 
cannot be tolerated, especially when it 
happens in ours ranks! These who achie¬ 
ve self-realization through narcotic obfu¬ 
scation I can only recommend to incre¬ 
ase the dose of any "inspirers" or to suc¬ 
ceed immediately to local point of eutha¬ 
nasia... 

How many bands able to play a gig 
exist on Polish black metal scene? Is 
it possible to perform a concert: Wolfs 
Moon together with Honor? 

First of all I do not identify myself with 
Black Metal!!! So I'm not sure if I am qu¬ 
alified to give my opinion about all repre¬ 
sentatives of this trend. However I didn't 
meet till now too many men able play con¬ 
cert and don't lose face at the same time... 
unfortunately. 

The performance with such famed band 
like Honor would be for us a kind of enno¬ 
blement, but because at this time we are 
only two, it is not a real perspective. But 
what is impossible now can be possible 
in the future! 


What's our opinion about the activity 
of Gontyna Kry and Venedae? 

Gontyna Kry from the beginning consi¬ 
stently steps by its own way and I think, 
that there's no sense to concentrate on 
some ideological differences, which cer¬ 
tainly exist between us. On common front 
this is not most important thing... while 
Venedae is a band which could not exist 
for me. 

What do you think about nationalistic 
trends on BM scene? 

It depends on what kind of nationalism 
you mean: chauvinistic - "national-catho¬ 
lic"? leading his sword against other Whi¬ 
te Nations. I perceive it as through and 
through judeo-christian doctrine of Zionist 
supremacy through giving inspirations of 
fratricidal conflicts. But If you talk about 
real nationalism creating the bridge be¬ 
tween all Aryan Nations, directly connec¬ 
ted to the racial identity uniting our na¬ 
tions, this is the proper and the only way. 

Last time activity of WCOTC in Poland 
has increased. One of the polish labels 
declared to work under WCOTC ban¬ 
ner. How do you judge situations in our 
country? How do you see a future of 
WCOTC in Poland where live about 40 
millions Catholics? 

Foundations of WCOTC grows from very 
objective, intelligent and -most important- 
accurate analysis of historical facts, scien¬ 
tific discoveries and rights of Nature, 
which determine character and value of 
White Races. This is the step ahead in 
process of recognizing true racial religion. 
However in confrontation with fanatical 
nation overcome by judeo-christian pest, 
in front of Creators stands difficult, but not 


impossible to realize task - to eradicate 
fatal, suicidal dogmas of Jewish bastard 
from consciousness of Poles. All depends 
on people, which will represent WCOTC 
and their determination in endeavor to the 
aim! The religious shape of WCOTC is 
creating better views and wider field of 
work. Regarding the label, which has 
been hired in cooperation with WCOTC, 
so I am sure, that the founder of Strong 
Survive warrants reliable promotion of 
WCOTC philosophy. 

Not long ago Wolf s Moon recorded 
CD Ethos Of The Aryan Heritage. In 
one composition we can hear vocalist 
of Honor. What's your opinion about 
common activities WP and BM. How 
do you rate split Honor/Graveland and 
Honor's In the Flames of Rising Po¬ 
wer? 

Yes, on that CD, S. helped us, not in one, 
but in two compositions. There was a pri¬ 
vilege for us, because Honor is a band 
which I consider as the best, not only in 
Poland, but also on the international WP 
scene! 

Regarding mentioned production: I wo¬ 
uldn't be monothematic, but Honor is in a 
high rank, both productions are just splen¬ 
did! 

"Common" activity of both circles: BM 
and WP cannot limit to "common" drin¬ 
king of beer, it has to be marked by loyal 
and objective cooperation, respect and 
brotherhood. This is not only possible, but 
just necessary promoting among possi¬ 
bly greatest numbers of peoples Racial 
Consciousnesses, this is our duty! 

Which bands from those two circles 
(WP, BM) have been most influenced 
on you? Isn't it an immortal Skrewdri- 
ver or Full Moon? 
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I appreciate both bands mentioned by 
you, but they haven’t any special influen¬ 
ce on me. Answering your question I sho¬ 
uld to list : Honor, Bound For Glory, Bu- 
rzum, BED, Blood Axis and many others 
The great inspiration for me is classical 
music - especially Richard Wagner. 

Our movement unites more and more, 
although all bandit's attacks, repres¬ 
sions and diversions. What -in your 
opinion-has to be changed in our 
structures? Don't you think that any 
"wilfull and lawless" are deadly for us? 
Isn't it a good time to create one com¬ 
mon front for common impact, and eli¬ 
minate weak individuals and thieves? 

Unification? Yes!!! But that's means to 
make our movement much more hierar¬ 
chical, to not allow any accidental indivi¬ 
duals to form a view of our ideal! What 
we should change? In my opinion - it is 
necessary to make the structure stronger, 
to consolidate all around certain concre¬ 
te aims to achieve. 

Indispensable is also greater caution in 
selection of proper peoples, because- 
how I noticed -too often empty declara¬ 
tion is enough to be accepted- this we 
must avoid. Weak individuals are efficien¬ 
tly eliminated by "difficulties". 


Another problem: robbing people of mo¬ 
ney due to them which they earned with 
sweat. 

Who do you consider as the greatest 
enemy? Isn't it the White Man, with his 
dullness and stupidity building ghet- 
toes for own children? 

Exactly! Brother I still hear about threat 
from many non- Aryan invaders, but no¬ 
body, who express in this manner doesn't 
want or perhaps cannot to even notice 
real, very dramatic reasons of this situ¬ 
ation. The reason is the attitude of Whi¬ 
tes, who allowed such a situation. 


Colored savages wouldn’t have any chan¬ 
ces, if White Man wouldn't declare the 
blind tolerance, which found the inspira¬ 
tion to the fight in the name of equality in 
deadly for us Christianity... And today I 
am afraid distortions our racial religion by 
a full of idiots, by usurpatory - so called 
"ideologist", which their own stupidity, we¬ 
akness and laziness showing NOTHING 
but confirming ruinous opinion of us! 

What are your plans for the future? Do 
you think on the next CD? 

Nearest plans: promotion of debut CD, so 
let the music reach to all carrying in his 
heart the archaic flame of Aryan morali¬ 
ties -not shamed by dogmas of jewish 
dog. By now, soon, we begin work over 
the second album, which probably will ap¬ 
pear in 2003.

- Celtic Tradition invited two American bands: Max Resist and Intimidation One.

This, presently quite well-known in Poland, band 
was something completely unknown for me and because of it I concentrated more on 
greeting my acquaintances than on their music. From what I heard then it could be noticed 
quite clearly that a band had some potential so I decided to buy their CD. Today I claim it 
was a good decision. 

The next band who dared to appear on stage was already known to Poles - Justicia. I won't 
write much as they played well as usual, and their songs are well-known to the audience. 
Finally there was a time for the first of the stars from the USA. What can I say about Max 
Resist's show... The band present themselves alive very well and have no problems with 
catching contact with the public. Unfortunately they did not present anything that wasn't known 
to us from their first two albums. Of course there were

The beginnings of the horde reach 1997, when you started playing as Dark Forest. Why did you decide to create a 
horde under such a name? Are there any materials left from that time? 


Slava! Dark Forest existed for 
a few months. When I and 
two other musicians 
joined the band name 
changed. There’s 
nothing left from that 
time. 

What was the reason 
of Dark Forest split 
up? Do you regret it? 


Dark Forest moniker was 
a cliche, so we decided to 
change it into Saltus and I don't 
regret it now. 


What does "Saltus" mean? 


Saltus is a forest in Latin 


During your existence you had numerous line-up 
changes. What was the reason for it? 


There were many people within the ranks of Saltus. Reasons for 
departures were varied yet among the most popular there were: 
lack of understanding of ideological issues and poor playing skills. 


What is the ideological attitude of Saltus? 


We are an anti-christian band and through our music we want to show our hatred 
towards judeo-christian fanatics. At the same time we follow the path of our 
forefathers, pay homage to the Ancient Faith and its traditions. We are also 
influenced by strongly nationalistic ideologies. 


Your debut material was a demo Inexploratus Saltus. Could you comment 
on that? Why, after releasing this stuff, weren't you satisfied with it? 


Inexploratus Saltus is material on which I can complain a lot. The sound quality 
is terrible, our technical abilities were poor to say more. However, we may 
record one track once again, as this music has some power in itself. 
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After two years your next material was released, its title was 
Slowiahska Duma. According to me it's one of the best releases I 
have a pleasure to listen to. How do you find this material? 


Slowiahska Duma is a big step forward when compared to 
Inexploratus Saltus. We did what was possible to make this release 
our reason for pride. Generally we are satisfied, moreover this stuff 
gets positive reviews. 


In the recording session you were joined by two session 
musicians. Why? 


The reason for this was simple. We had no bassist so we had to hire 
him. I could record bass tracks myself but I wanted them to be more 
developed. 

As for Jacek M. (Cedamus), who recorded keyboard tracks, I asked 
him for help as I knew he would do it best. 


I've heard that Slowiahska Duma is also to be released on CD. Is 
it true? 

Yes, it's already released by Merciless, as well as LP. 

Do you plan to record any bonus tracks for this release? 

CD/LP was released in the same version as a cassette. The only difference 
is lay-out.

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There are some plans as regards split CD for Strong Survive Prod. Could 
you give more details on it? 


Material is already recorded and waits to be released (was published a few months 
ago -red.). It will be a split with Legacy of Blood. 

Tell us a few words about your new material Symbols of Forefathers. 

We recorded this stuff in Sept/Oct 2001. We changed our style a lot. Music became 
more aggressive. Material consist of four tracks including cover of Slayer Seasons 
in the Abyss. We recorded it as a tribute to master-class of music played by this 
band. We used some keyboards and developed lead guitar parts in this material. 

Your music is classical metal. Do you plan to change your style in any way, to 
make it more dark or aggressive? Why do you incorporate elements of Slavonic 
folk into music of Saltus? 

New material will bring the explosion of speed and brutality. We took care of the kick 
we lacked. As regards folk elements -1 have to admit that I listen to folk music and 
it somehow influences the structure of tracks. 

Is it difficult to join folk with metal? Do folk tunes come from our land or from 
various parts of Slavia. 

I play what I feel so it is easy for me. I am influenced by folk of many Slavonic 
nations. 

You sing in Polish. Does it mean you address your efforts only to Polish 
listeners? 

Our tracks will always be performed in Polish because I believe you have to promote 
our culture. Our music is addressed to pagan warrior souls! 

Do you think Polish will be understood in other Slavonic countries? Do other 
Slavs understand what you want to tell them? 


Our language is surely understandable, 
I know it from my experience. However 
if there is any problem with 
understanding - look at CD version - 
there always is English translation. 

Your music is inspired by the Native 
Faith. What motivates you to spread 
forgotten beliefs of Slavs through 
your lyrics? 

Tracks are inspired by Native Slavonic 
Faith. I see myself as neo-pagan. I take 
active part in cultivating old faith of our 
ancestors so it seems natural to me that 
I convert my visions to music. Main 
inspiration for me is spiritual side, which 
leads me in everyday life. 

As our magazine is read mainly by 
Skinheads, I will ask what you think 
of this movement and music of WP 
bands. 

I support all WP scene. I have many 
bands which I like. I mean Honor, 
Ekspansja, Odwet.

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William Luther Pierce 

11.09.1933-23.07.2002 r.

Dr. William Pierce, America's most 
famous and influential activist, writer and 
organizer died July 23, 2002, at about 12:00 
noon of cancer at his mountaintop home in 
Mill Point, W.V. Pierce, leader of the Natio¬ 
nal Alliance, the largest National organiza¬ 
tion in the U.S., was diagnosed with cancer 
near the beginning of July 2002. 

Author of the famous incendiary novel of 
America's future, the Turner Diaries, Pierce 
also wrote the novel Hunter; both were writ¬ 
ten under the pen name Andrew Macdonald 
a nod to his Scottish heritage. 

Pierce was born in 1933 in Atlanta, Geor¬ 
gia. His early years were spent mainly in the 
South, especially Texas, where he attended 
a military school for a short time. His first 
love from his early years was science. He 
was experimenting with chemistry and other 
sciences in his parents' garage and base¬ 
ment when he was just a boy. He continued 
his own experiments in his private workshop 
almost until his death. Pierce went on to be 
awarded a masters and a doctorate in phy¬ 
sics from the University of Colorado, after 
earning an undergraduate degree at Rice 
University and briefly taking graduate clas¬ 
ses at Cal Tech. Pierce then taught physics 
at Oregon State University from 1962-1966, 
where he attained tenure in less than three 
years, about twice as fast as usual. During 
his time at Oregon State Pierce began be¬ 
coming racially and politically aware after 
previously being almost totally unaware of 
politics and current events. Briefly he joined 
the John Birch Society. As his politics quic¬ 
kly became more radical he stopped te¬ 
aching and began reading heavily about 
politics, European History, race differences, 
and other related matters. He considered 
writing his own book about what he had di¬ 


scovered then found to his amazement that 
such books had been written years before 
with no lasting effect on the public or elite. 
This caused him to begin searching for ano¬ 
ther way to stop the destruction of the Whi¬ 
te race. About this time, in late 1966, Pier¬ 
ce wrote a long letter to a man he felt was 
doing the most to advance the cause of Whi¬ 
te Americans - A.N.P. leader George Lin¬ 
coln Rockwell. Pierce moved to Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., that .same year and while never 
officially joining the A.N.P. he worked close¬ 
ly with Rockwell on many projects. Pierce 
also worked in the print shop for the A.N.P. 
and quite quickly gained knowledge of the 
printing business that would be of great use 
in the future. 

After Rockwell's assassination in 1967 Pier¬ 
ce became one of the leaders of the new 
N.S.W.P., the successor to the A.N.P. In 
1970 he left the N.S.W.P. and joined the Na¬ 
tional Youth Alliance, which had metamor¬ 
phosed out of the Youth for Wallace campa¬ 
ign organization started by Willis Carto. On¬ 
going problems with Carto led the NYA to 
split into factions. 

By 1974 Pierce led the new faction now cal¬ 
led the National Alliance, headquartered in 
D.C. In the early years of the NA Pierce at¬ 
tempted to answer the spiritual questions 
and yearnings of members by starting the 
Cosmotheist Church, a religion sharing the 
philosophy of the NA and stressing the uni¬ 
ty of man with nature, and the value and 
spiritual and biological continuity of the White 
Race. The National Alliance quickly began 
publishing a magazine for sale to the gene¬ 
ral public called Attack!. 

After it was clear that the street-fighting and 
other disruptions of the 60's were over, Pier¬ 
ce declared a change of tactics, but not stra¬ 
tegy, and renamed the magazine National 
Vanguard. A/Vwas a more sophisticated ma¬ 
gazine, designed to appeal to the profes¬ 
sionals and others that Pierce felt were ne¬ 
eded to build a revolutionary organization. 
It was in Attack! and the early National Van¬ 
guard that Pierce laid down the ideological 
basis for the Alliance; an ideology that has 
stood the test of time and had much to do 
with the Alliance's subsequent long-term 
success. The pertinent articles are availa¬ 
ble from National Vanguard Books in The 
Best of Attack! and National Vanguard. 

In 1985; Pierce moved the Alliance from Wa¬ 
shington to a 400-acre parcel of land in Mill 
Point, West Virginia, near Hillsboro. 
National Vanguard Books, Inc. was started 
while still in D.C. to sell a wide variety of 
books important to White activists and scho¬ 
lars. Pierce also began a weekly broadcast 
called American Dissident Voices. At first a 
number of people, most notably Kevin 
Strom, wrote and broadcast the half-hour ad¬ 
dresses but eventually the task fell solely to 
Pierce. The Alliance arranged contracts with 
a large number of AM and FM stations and 
also broadcast on Short-Wave radio. Howe¬ 
ver, the ADV address is now mainly a pro¬ 
duct of the Internet and tens of thousands 
of people each week either read or listen to 
it on the Internet or receive it in the mail as 
the publication Free Speech. 

Membership in the Alliance grew rapidly in 
the 1990s. Pierce began holding twice-year- 
ly leadership conferences to find new le¬ 
aders and spur growth and activities. The 


Alliance became known for its professional 
approach to White activism, for energetic re¬ 
cruiting and innovative ways of spreading 
the Alliance message. 

In 1999 Pierce and the Alliance purchased 
the assets of Resistance Records, a White 
Power music producer and distributor. Soon 
after Pierce also oversaw the purchase of 
the assets of Nordland Records, further in¬ 
creasing the size of the new Resistance Re¬ 
cords, LLC. The Alliance, National Vangu¬ 
ard Books and Resistance Records gained 
an early and vitally important Internet pre- .1 

sence, atwww.natall.com, www.natvan.com, 
and www.resistance.com. While Pierce him¬ 
self never became Internet savvy (eye pro¬ 
blems severely hampered his use of com¬ 
puter screens), or knew much about youth- 
market White Power music, he ably delega¬ 
ted these tasks to staff members and off¬ 
site Alliance members to keep the Alliance 
up to date technologically. Pierce's strong 
leadership style and strict enforcement of 
rules helped the Alliance grow without the 
internal strife that eventually tears apart al¬ 
most every other pro-White organization. His 
leadership abilities, communication abilities, 
vision, unending personal commitment and 
intelligence were the primary source of the 
group's ability, strength and influence. Pier¬ 
ce had always attracted national media at- 
tention and did interviews with media outlets 
in America and around the world. One year 
ago a very even-handed book about Pierce 
was written by Professor Robert S. Griffin j 

called The Fame of a Dead Man's Deeds: 

An Up-Close Portrait of White Nationalist 
William Pierce. It is the most informative 
and exhaustive book or article ever written 
about Pierce. 

In the few months before his diagnosis Pier- ; 

ce and others noticed he was somewhat 
thinner and more drawn than usual. Pierce 
had also mentioned feeling far more tired 
than he had in the past. But his mind was 
as sharp as ever and with the Alliance bu¬ 
sier than ever Pierce continued with his usu¬ 
al workload - 12-14 hours a day, 7 days 
a week - at his office in the Alliance headqu¬ 
arters complex. Pierce never had much fa¬ 
ith or trust in medical doctors and until the 
cancer diagnosis had almost always been 
in excellent health. Pierce's mother had li- I 

ved into her eighties and most of those who 
knew Pierce expected him to be leading the 
Alliance for at least that long. His death the¬ 
refore came as a shock to all concerned. 

National Office staffers and a few key Al¬ 
liance members such as Resistance Re- : 

cords CEO Erik Gliebe are already at the 
National Office to begin the hard task of run- I 

ning the Alliance without its founder and only 
leader. The Alliance will continue, but the 
next few months may be the most difficult I 

and crucial in its history. If it is able to survi¬ 
ve Pierce's death it can survive any other 
future problems. At this point it is a question 1 

of whether the membership and other con¬ 
cerned Whites will continue to support , 1 

a National Alliance without William Pierce. 
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On 14th October we crossed UK border on He¬ 
athrow airport. After problems we had had in Copenha¬ 
gen which was our crossing point - entering London was 
finally possible without any further difficulties. There we 
found accommodation thanks to hospitality of Polish Skin¬ 
heads remaining on emigration. Two days of parties, si¬ 
ghtseeing and meetings with guys from Combat 18, till 
16.10.01 came and in two vans we set off for concert. 

The place of the gig was unknown till the very end so we 
were receiving information through a telephone. Finally 
we reached our destination, however some adventures 
had taken place in our way there as one of our vans had 
collided on the motorway. Our destination was said to be 
a kind of island or peninsula, whatever it was, it appe¬ 
ared quite vast and impossible to cover with sight. 

On the car park in front of the building of - as we 
later learned - military canteen, there were quite a few 
cars and even some tents. Behind the concert hall and 
a bar there was a large tent in which souvenirs, records, 
press and food were sold. Hour after hour more and more 
participants from various parts of the world: New Zealand, 

Australia, Canada, USA and Europe. Slavonic part of the 
continent was represented just by us in number of 17 
people, including a woman, who came there on her own. 

Anyway, we did not spot the presence of any other Sla¬ 
vonic nation. The bigger part of public besides hosts were: 
the Germans, the Austrians and surprisingly the Dutch. 

The concert started with a minute of silence in tribute to 
ISD and entering of the delegations with national flags of 
participants, yet unfortunately we did not have ours. 

For a good start guys from Odin's Eye kicked off 
hard, afterwards such bands as Bulldog Bread, Legion of 
St. George, ARMCO, Celtic Warrior and Noie Werte. Nice 
surprise was the band ARMCO, which played covers of 
the legend of Italian scene accompanied by a quite large 
group of the Italians. Of course Noie Werte gave a de¬ 
cent show of their abilities, what was highly enjoyable for 
some older skins. The weakest show was given by Billy 
and his crew. The reason for it lied probably in Billy's tem¬ 
porary voice problems. Anyway, the fact is that it was the weakest of the three gigs of this band I 
seen live. 

The concert as,a whole was brilliant starting from sound through class of the bands and ending 
in enthusiastic audience and comparatively cheap yet good beer. In contrast to what can be seen 
during gigs in Poland, there were no fights despite national variety of participants who are not fond of 
each other. 

Taking into account various aspects of the memorial the greatest drawback was poor attendan¬ 
ce (1000 people at most) the main reason for it were personalities of organisers. The main organiser 
was Blood & Honour and having antagonistic attitude towards members of Combat 18 not all interested 
came. Additional difficulty was naturally problem with British visa and cost of the travel. Anyway it was 
worthy to take part in one of the most interesting shows in Europe at present, even more that it is 
doubtful that most of mentioned bands will ever play on stage in our country. 

On British Isles we spent two more days, and after doing shopping we finally returned home, 
however not so pleasant due to hangover and psychosis of terrorist attacks which just had started its 
domination.

Moscow, 31 January 2002 - Rock & WP fest against drugs. 

This gig really was like a bomb in Moscow. Firstly, it has to be at 
28 December, just before New Year, but that time he was can¬ 
celled by ZOG and many skinheads were arrested before club's 
doors. This time, all these problems were solved. Other plus 
was that this time was rented such club, where the owner is 
something like a gangster so when police came to close a gig, 
he just said Fuck off and closed the doors before them. 

It was mix gig of some bands, Kolovrat played in the middle. 

The time for a gig was 1,5 hours, so musicians decided not to 
play ballads because of lack of time, but perform only hard things 
from previous albums, new stuff and covers as well. 

In a hall, there were 700-800 comrades; I think nobody can 
count exactly. It was real hell, when the whole this crowd began 
to slam. Kolovrat played 18 songs. It was not easy work for 
securities, but they worked professional and the stage wasn't 
broken. The gig went without problems, but shit began after the 
show. Many skinheads at their road to home were arrested in 
underground, in buses and trams. But police didn't do anything 
with them, they only checked passports and copied all data from 
it. It looks like they are doing database of all skinheads in Mo¬ 
scow. Other thinking is that they were really feared to see 700 skinheads together, cause in famous fight at 
Caucasian market near Tsaritsino underground station 300 skinheads took part and results were sad for a 
system. 


Belgorod, 01 December 2001 - Rock against drugs. 

To be honest, it wasn't the best gig. Just before the 
trip to a gig, drummer of Kolovrat Max said that he 
had big troubles at work, so he couldn't take vaca¬ 
tions to travel. Therefore, in extreme way, the band 
asked their previous drummer Slava (which played in 
band in 1997-2000) to help them and play drums at 
this show. Slava agreed. 

The second thing was, that the gig was badly organi¬ 
zed, so the show began later that was planned and 
Kolovrat had only 40 minutes for performance, in or¬ 
der not to miss train to Moscow. Anyway, in a hall 
gathered 80 comrades, there were some skinheads, 
some hools and some serious adult people from Bel¬ 
gorod chapter of RNU party (Russian National Uni¬ 
ty). Kolovrat played their most popular songs from 
'previous albums and some covers of other bands like 
Skrewdriver, Landser, Bully Boys etc. Show was suc¬ 
cessful; it's a pity, that so short. 

Togliatti, 20 December 2001, - NS party. 

Comrades from Togliatti began to organize this gig in 
September. End every time problems appeared. The 
biggest was with drummer's crazy work. Neverthe¬ 
less, all got OK, and a band went for a gig to Togliatti. 
Local skinheads have rented very good club with 
modern sound system. It was solo performance wi¬ 
thout any other bands. Therefore, Kolovrat played long 
set. 

In the beginning, they played their ballad program. 
Now, something like 10 ballads, they have, and this 
year they all will be recorded and released as ballad 
album named Imperial Banner. 

After that, electric part began. In hall, there were 100 
comrades, some of them were from Samara, it's a 
city now far from Togliatti. Kolovrat played 20 heavy 
songs, between them as usual were covers. In the 
end of show, Kolovrat solo guitarist Max took bass 
guitar, and in such shorten line up played some new 
songs (which bass player didn't yet learn, 'cause only 
in the end of November he joined the band) - Ninth 
Rampart of White Power and Era of Right Hand. 

The names of these songs also will be names of new 
albums. The show ended. Good moment is that there 
were no any cops and no troubles between skinhe- 


Samara, 08 February 2002 - Russia Belongs to Us. 

Nationalists from Samara were very influenced by a show in Togliatti, so they decided to make the same action 
in their city too. Organizers were people from Samara chapter of NNP party (National Folk Party). They rented 
one of the best clubs in Samara and invited good sound engineer. In a hall gathered in the evening 150 
comrades, also people from Togliatti arrived by a bus. 

In the beginning 2 local young skinhead bands played. First was not the best (to be honest), but the second 
band played really good hatecore and visitors received them very warmly. 

Then Kolovrat began to perform. As usual, firstly, they played their ballads, and skinheads mostly liked new 
songs. After that bass player and drummer got on a stage and Kolovrat began to play their usual set. The 
performance was near 2,5 hours (I as video operator didn't have enough tapes to record the whole set). 


Moscow, 21 of February. 

It was closed party for mainly hardcore of our movement, organized in a good club just 5 minutes by a step from 
Red Square and Kremlin. 

The club was rented for a whole night, there gathered 200 comrades, skinheads and hools. All people were 
serious and very dedicated. In a club were no aliens except waiters in bar. All security was skinheads from a 
brigade, who organized the gig. 

The show began at 22:00 pm. First played Kolovrat, near 3 hours was their performance. This gig was real 
Victory of our movement. It showed us, that to make gigs in Moscow is possible, only what is need - wish and 
hard work and conspiracy also. After Kolovrat performance the party was till the morning, and the whole night 
played different bands, that played music from Oi!/punk/ska to Psychobilly. 

What's interesting, is that owner of a club was not disappointed of "business with shaved heads" and he said 
that he is ready to give his club in a future for such actions in case not to promote a place where such gigs take 
part. 


Minsk (Belarus), 27 February. 

For Kolovrat this gig was the first time, they played in abroad. But because of Belarus and Russia are some- 
like states unit, there's no need to have a foreign passport to visit this country. 

The gig was organized by local skinheads and musicians from Belarussian WP Black metal band Apraxia. 
The gig gathered 130 visitors. Apraxia band opened the gig, they played very professional WP Black/Pagan 
with drum machine. They successfully played their set, and were very warmly received by a crowd. 

After that Kolovrat got on stage and played the usual long set, with much new songs. 


This winter was full of gigs for Kolovrat, 6 gigs is not small amount. Kolovrat lives and will live till 
the end.
